You knew you would have his in- 
surance money—and you promised to pay 
it to your creditors.” 

The woman, too, raised her voice and 
shouted back: “It is false, it is false! I 
was expecting to pay them out of my hus- 
band’s salary, which was due, and out of 
other receipts. If I had wanted to poison 
Alfred do you suppose I would have given 
my name and address to the chemists? Am 
I such a fool?” 

A clear explanation,” said Mr. Holvoet, 
dropping back into his gentlest manner. 
Mou are never at a loss for a reply.“ 

Why should I not reply?” she exclaimed, 
and broke down and wept dramatically. I 
am alone here, before my judges; who else 
will defend me? Do you think I do not 
weep over these events and the shame they 
have cast on an honest name? During 
these months in my cell I have wept tears 
of blood. I have prayed God to throw light 
on this dark mystery, and he will answer 
me.

A. L. JORDAN'S ICECYCLE. 


Novel Innovation of a St. Louisan at 
Forest Park. 


A. L. Jordan furnished amusement for 
several thousand people on mo 8 Park 
Lake Sunday morning by ri “‘Ice- 
rycle,”’ as he terms his — aay ie of 
bicycle and skate. This form of locom 
tion on the ice is popular in the East, but 


ever been ridden in St. uis. 

The innovation in this city is a clever ar- 
rangement of a runner in the place of the 
front wheel of a safety bicycle. A rod is 
»xtended down from the steering head to 
the rear of the skate blade and two others 
connect the front part of the runner with 
the forks at the point where: the latter 
are secured to the axle of the wheel. hese 
rods are braced together. 

The driving power is the same as the 
bicyele, but a studded band of iron on the 
rear Wheel forms the traction. The latter 
is made with pointed rivets, * ge 
about a quarter of an inch from i t. The

pneumatic tire is deflated and the band 
then placed on it. When the tire is in- 
flated the band is held firmly in place.

The bill to advance the contract price 


tiary only touches the surface of the 
convict labor question. 

Our whole penitentiary system smacks 
of the dark ages. Convict labor is prac- 
tically slave labor. It kills free labor 
competition in all lines of industry which 
it touches. It condemns the convict to 
labor without hope of reward, without 
a chance to earn a new start in life or 
to help those dependent upon him to 
keep from starvation, vice or crime. At 
a sacrifice of all the ends which society 
strives to accomplish, it is organized 
solely for the benefit of contractors. The 
State is worsted at every point. 

Nothing short of a thorough examina- 
tion of the subject and an intelligent re- 
adjustment of the system on a sensible 
and humane basis, which will promote 
the public welfare by reducing the temp- 
tations to crime and protecting free labor 
will do any good. There is work here for 
a Legislature to do, but it seems impossi- 
ble to get one capable of doing it. 

SE — 
STREET CAR MAIL SERVICE. 

Postmaster Hesing of Chicago proposes 
not only to follow the example of St. 
Louis in putting mail ears on trolley 
lines, but to attempt the utilization of 
suburban trolley lines for mail purposes 
in a more radical manner. He is arrang- 
ing to place mail boxes on ordinary pas- 
senger cars of these lines. 

At first glance this appears to be noth- 


mail service of outlying districts by a 
simple means, and to some extent it will 
accomplish the end sought. It will make 
a difference of several hours in the time 
of mailing letters in districts distant from 
the Post-office. 

But the experiment may involve a con- 
sequence of far greater importance than 
the improvement of suburban mail ser- 
vice. Bach street car carrying a United 
‘States mail box would be a mail car. 
It would be entitled therefore to the pro- 
tection of the United States authorities. 
In case of a strike it is highly probable 
that the courts would hold that to inter- 
fere with a car of this description or by 
any means to impede its progress would 
be interference with the United States 
mails, There would be an excellent 
opening, therefore, for invoking the pow- 
er of the Federal Courts and the use of 
Federal troops in strikes on mail-carrying 
etreet car lines. 

It is not surprising that Mr. Yerkes 
heartily coincided with the sug gestion 
of Postmaster Hesing and promised to 
co-operate with him in the plan. There 
will be no difficulty in inducing any street 
car maneger to accept mail boxes for his 
company's cars. The Brooklyn managers 
would jump at the chance of carrying the 
mails free of charge. 

THE FINANCIAL CLASS. 
A corespondent rises in the thick of 
the financial wrangle to ask why so 


much gold is being exported, who gets it 
and what we are getting for it. 


We take pleasure in offering this anx- 


iouginquirer the available explanations 


of the exportation of gold. Most of it is 
charged to the sale of American securi- 
ties, part to the payment of balances of 
trade and part to a Shylockish desire to 
lay hands on as much yellow metal as 
possible in order to dispose of it at high 
rates when the evil day which the silver- 
ites are supposed to be hastening comes. 
But the Duropeans are not getting all 
the gold that goes out of the Treasury. 
The statements of the Sub-Treasury and 
the New York banks show that nearly 
one-half of the gold drawn out of the 
Treasury goes into the coffers of the New 
York banks. Perhaps some of it finds 
ita way to the carefully guarded stock- 
ings and strong boxes of thrifty individ- 
vals. Any one can deprive the Treasury 
of gold to the full amount of Treasury 
notes he may happen to hold.

SMUGGLER SUE WAH. 


St. Joseph Police Tracing the China- 
man's Confederates. 


ST. JOSEPH, Mo., Feb. 6—The police [ 
claim to be on the track of the burglars 
who stole the goods found hidden in the 
laundry and opium joint of Sue Wah oh 
Edmond street. Arrests will follow as soon 
as the men can be located. When the place 
was raided the NN. found goods valued 
at $4,000 or $5, There were gold and 
silver watches, clocks, diamond pins and 
earrings, gold rings, chains and bracelets, 
knives, revolvers, cigars, spectacles, opera- 
glasses, silk and satin goods, hats, gloves, 
shoes, silk handkerchiefs and mufflers, 
clothing of all kinds and half a wagon load 
of fur goods. Along with these was found 
about 200 ounces of opium,.packed in six- 
ounce boxes, and evidently smuggled. 

Sue Wah is still in the county jail and re- 
fuses to make a confession. While there 
have been a large number of burglaries in 
the city during the past few months, the 
articles stolen were not generally of the 
class found in the opium den, and the po- 
lice believe that hany of the goods have 
been stolen in other cities and shipped here. 
All the trunks found in the place have been 
uppacked and the array of goods disclosed 
was astonishing. 


FLOUR MEN AT WAR. 


As a Consequence Prices Go Down, and 
May Be Lower. 


CHICAGO, III., Feb. 6.—The three great 
flour mill companies of the Northwest are 
embroiled in a war of prices that promises 
to bring the commodity down to a figure 
that, from the standpoint of the miller, will 
be ruinous. The Pillsbury-Washburn Flour 
Mill Company, Limited, announces a cut of 
15 cents a barrel to meet reductions by its 
competitors, the Washburn- Crosby Com- 
pany and the Northwestern Consolidated 
Milling Company. 

The Washburn Crosby people claim the 
Pillsbury concern is endeavoring to force 
them into a combination to maintain prices 
at a uniform figure considerably higher 
than those now quoted. They assert they 
will not yield to the English syndicate that 
controls these mills, and a cut low is 
expected before the week is out. 

Reductions made in jobbing prices in the 
last two weeks amount to a barrel. The 
trade is further demoralized by a reduction 
of 5 cents a hundred in freight from Min- 
neapolis to the seaboard made this week.

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PEARL RIVER GANG. 


A Band of Desperadoes Broken Up in 
Mississippi. 


NEW ORLEANS, Feb. 6—The combined 
action of the Mississippi and Louisiana 
authorities has finally . 1 a 28 
desperate gang of robbers. 
erated in both of these om — 

Pearl River, in the extreme — — 
part of Louisiana. The coun there is 
wild and sparsely settled, with little com- 
munication with the rest of the world, 

and has been the headqparters of outlaws 
for more than a century. Honey Island, 
on Pearl River, has been the refuge of 
counterfeiters, murderers, and other des- 
peradoes, and the condition of society there 
is very primitive. It was in is county 
that Eugene Bunch, the train robber, lived, 
having acquired such control over the peo- 
ple as to be a king among them. He ar- 
ranged his various raids on the railroads 
here and moved on them from his citadel. 
It was only when the express companies, 
after being frequently plundered, went to 
great expense a couple of years ago and 
spent money liberally in winning over his 
Heutenants that they were able to hunt 
him down and kill him. Although with 
the death of Bunch the robberies ceased, 
robbery has been carried on there sys- 
tematically by a gang in the very part 
of Washington — where the great train 
robber lived. ke and Marion counties, 
Mississippi and n sh, Louis- 
liana, have been kept n a te of terror 
by the gang, and stores end 3 houses 
were plundered. Franklin, La., Osyka, 
Magnolia, China Grove, ter, and Tyler- 
town, Miss., were some the towns vis- 
ited by the robbers. 

The citizens who were thus plundered 
determined several weeks ago to adopt the 
policy of the railroads and break up the 
grang. They hired for this purpose Col.“ 
Hobgood, who was Bunch’s lieutenant in 
his train-robbing days, and who is under 
stood to have betrayed and sold his chief 
to the express companies. Hob him- 
self has been in jail on sere ch 
and has been on intimate terms with most 
of the criminals of that section, and was 
thought to be the man for this job. He 
joined the gang, the chief of which was 
Dr. James Grady, of Franklinton, who had 
a good reputation, and arranged with him 
to rob a store in Marion County, Missis- 
sippi. During the robbery Ho and his 
men shot, n and captured 
the robber chief hériff, as the head 
of a posse of citizens, started out to cap-, 
ture the other robbers, nine of whom were 
picked up one by e at their homes. 
They were so suddenly overpowered. that 
they made no resistance, though their 
houses were regular arsenals in the matter 
of rifies, shotguns and revolvers. A 
amount of s of all oe stolen by 
the robbers in their several raids, was re- 


covered.

HIM LOCKED UP. 


‘The Prisoner Gave His Name as Hugh 
McDonough—Claims to Have Known 
Miss Noon Since They Were Children 
Dr. Priest to Examine Him. 


A handsomely dressed woman, accompa- 
nied by a gentleman, both of prepossessing 
appearance, visited the office of the Pros- 
ecuting Attorney and asked to have a war- 
rant issed for a man whom the woman 
claimed was persistently . disturbing her 
peace. She said her persecutor had for a 
month been in the habit of ringing her door 
bell several times a day for no cause and 
that he followed her whenever she left her 
home. Prosecuting Attorney Johnson did 
not think the evidence sufficient upon which 
to issue a warrant, but referred her to a 
Justice of the Peace. 

The woman, accompanied by her escort, 
then went to the office of Justice William 

J. Hanley of the Eighth District and told 
him the story of her troubles. She said her 
name was Miss Kate Noon and that she 
lives with her sister at 1039 North Leffing- 
well avenue. The man who ‘persisted in 
annoying her, she said, is Hugh McDonough, 
and lives, she thought, at 1104 North Eighth 
street. In her opinion the man was crazy. 
She said she never set eyes on him until 
about a month ago, when she went to the 
front door,in answer to a ring of the door- 
bell. 

„That man was standing there,“ she said, 
„and when I asked him what he wanted, he 
replied, Why, you ought to know, you sen 
for me. 

„As I had never seen the man before in 
my life.“ coptinued Miss Noon, “I was at a 
loss to understand what he meant, and 
when he commenced to talk in a rambling 
way about having gone to school with me 
and my having sent for him to come to 
see me a number of times, I got scared and 
shut the door in his face. All the time he 
was talking to me he eyed me in a most un- 
pleasant manner. 

“Since that time he has come to my house 
repeatedly and on my answering the door- 
bell he has said virtually the same thing 
and acted in the same strange manner. 

He told one of my neighbors recently 
that either he or myself would have to get 
off the earth. I have noticed him hanging 
about our house and on several occasions 
he has followed me in the street. His ac- 
tions have greatly alarmed me, for if he is 
crazy, and I think he is, there is no telling 
what he might do.“ 

Upon hearing her story Judge Hanley is- 
sued’ a warrant for McDonough’s arrest 
and placed it in the hands of Constables 
Ketchum and Evers. They located him 
and brought him before Judge Hanley, who 
subjected him to a rigid examination. 

The Judge says the man’s conversation 
and ‘manner bore out Miss Noon’s opinion 
that he is mentally unbalanced. He told a 
rambling story of having known Miss Noon 

‘mately from childhood, having gone to 

8 .-with ner, and that the acquaintance 
which had been kept up in after years had 
ripened into love. He freely admitted that 
he loved Miss Noon and intimated that his 
love was returned. He said that she had 
sent for him to call on her, but that when 
he replied to her summons she failed to 
receive him. 

When he first appeared before Judge 
Hanley he said his name was Hugh Mc- 
Donough, but a few minutes later he said 
his name was Flynn. When asked by the 
Judge how he happened to give two differ- 
ent names, he replied: ‘‘Oh, I changed my 
name to Flynn last week.”’ 

From the man’s conversation and manner 
Judge Hanley considered himself justified in 
holding him and accordingly committed him 
to the Four Courts. The Judge also sent a 
letter to Dr. Priest, asking him to examine 
the prisoner as to sanity. 

The prisoner is said to have objected to 
his arrest and made a desperate resistance 
while being conveyed to the Four Courts. 

Miss Noon said that during the time she 
has been annoyed by McDonough she had 
applied to the police several times for relief, 
but they had paid no attention to her re- 


quest. 

Dr. Priest examined McDonough this 
afternoon. McDonough told the physician 
that he was married to Miss oon by 
Cardinal Gibbons several weeks ago, and 
then gave a rambling account of how he 
had been drugged by his mother. Dr. Priest 
soon discovered that the poor fellow is 
- erazy and sent him to the Insane Asylum. 
His mother lives at 1104 North Eleventh 
street. 


WAT PUBLIC EXPENSE. 


BILL INTRODUCED TO CULTIVATE 
ANTI-TOXINE IN ILLINOIS. 


SPRINGFIELD, III., Feb. 6.—A bill for an 
appropriation of $26,000 to establish a plant 
in which to cultivate at public expense 
anti-toxine, the new German anti-diph- 
theria serum, was introduced in the State 
Senate to-day by Senator Brand. The bill 
peovides for a plant under the care of the 
State Board of Health. Twenty thousand 
dollars of the amount asked for in the bill 
is for a plant, and the remainder is for 
buying animals and other necessaries to be 
used in the manufacture of anti-toxine. 
Mr. Brand is a physician, and says he has 
used anti-toxine on twenty-two patients 
who had diphtheria, and not one died. Four 
of his children had diphtheria and he sent 
for anti-toxine. Two died before the remedy 
arrived. The other two recovered under 
the anti-toxine treatment. od

House bill 26, the oleo bill, was up for

legislation. They succeeded in getting it 
laid over for a special order for next 
Wednesday morning. 

Manager George F. Durant, of the Bell 
Telephone Company., visited the capital 
very quietly—almost clandestinely—yester- 
day, and last evening made a brief address 
before the House Committee on Private 
Corporations against any reduction in tele- 
phone rates. His advent was unknown 
to more than a half dozen members, and 
he did not put in an appearance about 
the Capitol at all until after nightfall. 
The committee, as has already been an- 
nounced, had consolidated House bills 167, 
27 and 216 in one measure, which, after 
all, is practically a copy of the Walton bill, 
and Mr. Durant was allowed, before anyone 
else knew that the committee was in ses- 
sion, to make his little talk. He told the 
committee that the Bell Telephone Com- 
pany could not do business for less than 
its present rates, especially in St. Louis, 
and he wanted them to understand that 
the whole matter was within the control 
of the Municipal Government, as far as 
St. Louis is concerned. He was asked 
how many telephones his company has in 
operation in St. Louis, and replied that 
there were now about 3,800; and in reply 
to another query stated that the company 
was capitalized in St. Louis at about $450,- 
000. His argument was very mild, and, in- 
deed, he did not seem to care a great deal 
about any action that the committee or 
the House might take. After he had gone 
the committee made a few figures, and con- 
cluded that if 3,800 telephones and accom- 
panying equipment costing $450,000 were now 
in operation in St. Louis the company was 
receiving $100 per annum on what cost, in 
gross, only $104; and that a company en- 
joying such a margin of. profit as that 
could well afford to share a little of its 
prosperity with the people; and so the 
bill was ordered favorably reported. This 
result, what there is of it, is very largely 
due to the personal exertions of Farwell 
Walton, who seems determined to press 
the measure to passage, and who takes the 
position that a more radical reduction 
would probably be -reactionary when it 
came to be submitted to the House. 

J. L. Minks, the new Representative-elect 
form Carroll County, who succeeds the late 

Richards, ved and was sworn in.. 

Representative Johnson of St. Louis 
County introduced a bill reducing the rate 
for incandescent electric lamps to one half- 
cent an hour. It provides for the forfelture 
of charter by the company making charges 
in excess of this rate. 

Representative Avery has prepared for 
introduction to-day a measure based upon 
the observations of the State Board of 
Equalization in St. Louis last summer. 
It is calculated to bring under taxation a 
class of property that has hitherto gone 
unnoticed, and that is known to amount 
to many hundreds of thousands of dollars— 
namely the rolling stock of corporations 
other than railroad and sleeping car com- 
panies. The bill requires that the President 
or other chief officer of every car com- 
pany, car trust, mercantile company or 
corporation, other than a railroad company, 
operating a line of railroad, and every indi- 
vidual owning any stock cars, furniture 
cars, fruit cars, poultry cars, tank cars, 
and any other kind of cars, shall return 
annually to the State Auditor a sworn 
statement of the mileage. made by their 
cars over the several lines of road in this 
State, together with the number of cars 
engaged in the service and the total and 
average number of miles traveled by each. 
And it is made the duty of the State Board 
of Equalization to make a computation of 
the number of cars required to make this 
mileage in the case of each company. 
Upon this computation an assessment of 2 
per cent shall be levied, in lieu of all 
other assessment. It is estimated by the 
Governor, Mr. Avery, and others who have 
examined into this subject, that several 
millions of dollars’ worth of this property 
in Missouri has hitherto escaped taxation 
altogether. It is now proposed to get it on

Uday fired another shot and it took effect 
in Castiel’s foot. The decéased was Halli- 
day’s personal friend, and after the shoot- 
ing he sent word to the bur Courts offi- 
clals that he would not prosecute. 

The inquest was continued until 4 p. m., 
when the evidence of Dr. A. C. Robinson 
will be taken. 

The post-mortem examination developed 
that blood poisoning and pneumonia was 
the cause of death.

Sunday Liquor Selling Bill in New York’s 
Assembly. 


NEW 10 Feb. 6.—Assemblyman 
Wilkes of New York City has int uced 
a bill in the Assembly which provides that 
the Sunday liquor selling question be sub- 
mitted to the 4 . vote of cities of 50, 
000 or more i itants.

OUR WHNAT EXPORTS. 


How Argentine Has Cut Into This Coun: 
try’s German Trade. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 6.—Startling evidence of 
how our wheat trade with Germany has s 
by the competition of the Argentine Republic, and 
an illustration of how international trade may be 
d yed by a tariff war, is eontained in a report 
to the State Department by United States Consul
